Some of the most kindly acts I have 
ever known were performed by the 
lowly of life, but one must go the 
gaits to find this out, and there the 


bitter lies. ; 

If the people of the “slums” were 
half as heartless as the world sup- 
poses them to be, there would be no 
living tn the “slums.” [If all of city 
life was as pleasant as it seems while 
sipping the soda from the founts, there 
would be no keeping of the people 
away from the cities. If working in 
the fields on summer days was half 
as hot as it seems to those riding past 
in carriages, there would be no raising 
ef crops. There is much delusion in 
the things of life, and whether it is 
best to look upon all sides is a ques- 
tion. But, anyhow, it is safe to disa- 
~ puse the mind of error when it miay be 
done by only a mention of what is 
seemingly a better op‘nion than the 
one entertained before. 

Me and Brown spent Christmas Eve 
day in Atlante—spent it fn the streets 
and in places|supposed to’ be. what is 
designated as the “slums” and the re- 
sorts of the “bums.”

One group close by me were talking in 
a lower tene than the rest, but I 
caught thelr words and learned that 
some fellow known as “Pete” was dy- 
ing, dying somewhere in one of the 
rooms of the “slums,” and this group 
of fellow “bums” were striving to raise 
a fund to make the last night of 
“Pete” on earth as comfortable as they 
could. 

This is what I learned by listening 
to these “bums.” I never knew who in 
the world “Pete” was, but I did learn 
that he was a notorious “bum,” and 
a residant of the lowest slum district, 
and needed som® care from the men 
of his kind. This.group was making 
their greatest effort to raise a small 
fund to devote to the comfort of 
“Pete.” It is that effort which makes 
me mention this particular group of 
“bums,” A dollar was needed to 
and.a Goliar these “bums” must raise. 
and a do.tar these bums: must raise. 
They polled thelr crowd to see if there 
was & man among them able to 8e- 
cure a dollars There was none. They 
were sublimely honest in confessing 
the wrongs they had committed, which 
quéered yhem with anyone able to pro- 
duce the dollar. It was soon clear 
that not a man among them could ne- 
gotiate a loan, and so other means were 
thought upon. There came a low con-

sufficient to raise the dollar, for pawn 
shops pay but little for such things. 
Then~a fellow. stepped forward witly a 
new pair of pants and offered to give 
them up for “Pete” if he could secure 
any old thing to make it home in. ~A 
man with a pair of old greasy over- 
alls settled this. He furnished the 
Overalls to take the place of the new 
pants, and all was soon ready to start 
for the pawn shop. But this was not 
enough to raise a dollar, and so a fel- 
low was found wearing two coats, and 
one of these was readily secured, and 
the whole bunch johed. to east. the 
dying night of “Pete.” No matter who 
“Pete” was, the devotion shown by 
these “bums” of the ‘“scums” was 
worthy of a better class and a higher 
calling: 

We are glad_to dismiss the subject 
of “bums” and lums,” and observe a 
class about whom many delusions are 
entertained.

It 
makes no political profession, but it 
realizes that all living movements 
must be national, and it will give full 
play to the great national sentiments 
of every Celtic nation represented at 
the congress:

Irish antiquarians 
réject the Scottish tradition which says 
that the Irish corcnation stone, the 
Stone of Fate, as it is called, was con- 
veyed in the fifth century from Tara 
to Scone. They will not admit that the 
stone brought from Scone to 
Westminster, and now placed in 
the coronation chair of the 
English kings, is the Lia Fail. 
There is a chain of historical evidence 
to bear out their contention that the 
stOne at Tara is thé true Lia Fail That 
stone {s of granular limestone, and 
must have been brought from a dis- 
tant place, either Irish or foreign, to 
Tara, for no granular limestone is 
found in that locality. 
Hall of Tara. 

The greatest of the many buildings 
which the Irish monarchs erected on 
Tara was the Banqueting hall, an tm- 
mense building in the shape of a ship. 
Its length, according to the measure- 
ments of its foundations, made by the 
cartographers for the ordnance survey 
of freland, was 759 feet, and its breadth 
90 feet. These must have been the 
dimensions of the halliand the cham- 
bers attached to it.

them. <A thousand chiefs were enter- 
tained in the banqueting hall, seven 
thousand five hundred soldiers, the 
body guards of the chief, were hcused 
about the hall. “Fifty above a thou- 
sand” was the number of the king's 
household. 

When St. Patrick Preached. 
Near the banqueting hall was the 
tath Of Laoghaire, the monarch who 

ruled at Tara when St Patrick preach- 
ed there and gained a great victory for 
Christianity over Druidism, on Baster 
Saturday, 432 A. D. In the time of 
Laoghaire the whole hill was ccvered 
with -habitations; the palaces of the 
king, the chiefs and the Drulds crowded 
the hilitop and the sides of the hill 
were covered by the dwellings of the 
artificers, the traders, the huntsmen 
and all the following of the court. Tara 
continued to be the richest city and 
the most important spot in Ireland un- 
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PALAIS DES ACADEMIES 
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ttl the year 563, when it was abandon- 
ed, on the death of Dermid, a monarch 
had incurred the anger of the 
church because of his violation of the 
right of sanctuary, and in whose life- 
time Tara was cursed by St. Ruadh. 


From the time of Dermid until the 


present day no attempt has been made 
to unearth the rich treasures which lie 
On the hill of Tara. How rich these 
tréasures are can be guessed not only 
from the descriptions given in the an- 
clent records, but by 
have been turned up by chance on the 
hill. These include magnificent gold 
ornanrénts, Such as the tortrues found 
in 1810 on a mound néar the church- 
yard, where they must have lain for 
more than fourteen hundred years. 

The excavations of the Celtic Union. 
which are to be carried Out In a scien- 
tifle manner, by sectional tunneling, 
will interfere in no way with the an- 
clent landmarks on the hill, or the 
Sraves on its top.. They will bring to 
light, it {s believed, many relics of 
the earliest ages-—spears, swords, 
shields and domestic vessels, such as 
the pagans burled with their dead, as 
well as arms and ornaments dating 
from Christian times. It is believed 
that much will be umearthed which wil! 
elucidate the early history of Celtic 
civilization, much dating from the in- 
teresting period when paganism ‘gave 
place to Christianity, and much illus- 
trative of the first period of true Cel- 
tic art.

JOHN DE COURCY MAC DONNELL 
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CASES DECIDED 


BY THE ENGLISH LAW COURTS 


London. January 8.—Every 


and again a case crops up tn the Eng- 
lish law courts which illustrates how 
the law of this country is a gradual 
growth built up of decisions and prece- 
dents, and how far divorced from 
common sense it often is. One of these 
which has just been decided by the 
court of appeals will probably form a 
precedent fory many years to come. 
Somewhere in the west of England, 
a farmer owned a field and a vicious 
horse. The field lay beside the rallway 
station, and for years it has been the 
custom of the people in the neighbor- 
hood to cross it as a short cut going 
to or from the station. People also 
used it as a short cut to the farmer's 
house to purchase milk. The farmer 
never objected, but the use had not 
been long enough to constitute the 
path across the field a legal right of 
way. Well, one day the farmer turned 
the vicious horse out in the fleld, and 
the same evening an old man who 
Was crossing it, as he had done for 
years, was attacked and badly bitten 
and kicked. He sued the farmer, and 
the lower court gave a verdict for 
damages in his favor, which seemed 
to be the natural thing to do. The 
farmer, however, carried the case to 
the court of appeals, which has just 
ruled that, although the farmer.knew 
the horse to be vicious, he had no re- 
sponsibility to the public, which he 
had allowed to use the path across his 
field, because he had not extended to 
them an express invitation to do so. 
_ Under a similar decision a dog in 
England has an established right to a 
first bite, and is not Hable to death 
for it, nor is his owner Mable for dam- 
ages. The theory is that an owner 
cannot know that a dog. is vicious 
until he has actually bitten someone, 
and that, as far as the dog is con- 
eerned;, it Is fair to assume that he 
had good reason for the first bite. If 
he bites again, he may fairly be as- 


now 


| 


sumed to be dangerous, and the courts 
may order him to be destroyed. Law- 
yers will tell you that the “first bite” 
theory is unsound law, and that if you 
can prove that the owner knew his 
beast to be vicious, you can recover 
damages for your ,lacerated clothes, 
person, and feelings; but in practice, 
the courts always apply the “first bite” 
rule. 

The house of lords solemnly decided 
some years ago that a hen in England 


{had a right to cross the road. The 


case arose out of an aceident to a 
cyclist who ran into a hen and had a 
bad spill in consequence. The cyclist 
sued the owner of the hen, who hap- 
pened to be wealthy, and his case was 
taken up by a cycling association. The 
lower court gave him damages on the 
theory that the hen was in a similar 
class with a cow, which has no right to 
cross a road, although she may ‘graze 
along the side of ft, wnlesS she has 
someone in charge of her. There was 
no one in charge of the hen, and there- 
fore the lower court held that the 
owner was at fault for allowing a wild 
beast to stray at large unattended. The 
court of appeals sustained the lower 
court, but the house of -lords ruled 
against. them both, holding that a hen 
was not a beast, but a bird, and there 
fore not amenable to its owner’s can- 
trol. This decision has been called the 
“hen’s magna charta.” 

A somewhat sifwilar decision was 
given some time ago by one of the 
higher courts on the rights of pigs. 
This time the law was set in motion by 
a motorist, who was badly hurt and 
had his car wrecked by running into 
an elderly lady pig who was asieep in 
the middle of the. road on summer 
afternoon, The case was fought bit- 
terly by eminent counsel on both sides 
and the right of the pig to sit down on 
the road was vindicated. The evi-

TO SET UP A CENSORSHIP 


London, January 8.—Six circulating 


libraries of London 


close their eyes and tuck their chins. 
“We will not chaperone a pernicious 
novel,” they declare to the publishers. 
To thelr subscribers they say: “Pay 
us your money and we will give you 
something—nice.” Naturally those 
who batten on the “elemental” are 
pouting, while those who cherish “pur- 
ity” chortle. 

Of the latter class, 
says: 

‘T have no sympathy whatever with 
anv form of Puritanism. It 
purity these people are after. Ali their 
actions come out of their hatred of 
having their own little creeds disturb- 
ed. They like to keep things as they 
are. The censor of theaters is put in 
his position for that purpose only. 

“Personally, I have no use for any 
writer who is not a revolutionist. H. 
G. Wells, in ‘Ann Veronica,’ has been 
the cause of the present action. It is 
a fine, brave book. I wish TI had 
written it.’ 

It seems that the mere titles of hooks 
such as “Ann Veronica,” cause all the 
trouble. RBeople select books from the 
monthly list, often by the titles only 
Sometimes a parent or clergyman pre- 
eonceives the notion that a certain 
book is gocdy-goody: he ecnds for it 
and it turns out to be baddy-baddy, 
Cf course he feels outraged. The li- 
brary is denounced ard the book is 
withdrawn at a great%oss. Hence the 
eterd the l'braries have taken. 

An outspc ken criticism of the libra- 
ries ts offerea@ by John Long. who re- 
gards their policy as very  high- 
handed. 

“The publisher,” he observed, “‘has to 
manufacture the book and incur very 
heavy costs, and then, on the eve of 
publication, these libraries, which ar> 
the great channels of circulation, may 
refuse to circulate it because its 
standard of morality does not come up 
to their views. These mer hold an 
inquest om a book which already ha; 
cost thé publisher hundreds of dol- 
lars. Where its their title? 

“A bookseller would be justified in 
refusing a book, but the libraries are 
under contract with their subscribers. 
A man pays $10 for a complete service 
of books, and the contract does not 
state that the libraries are to be the 
censors of their customers’ morals.”’ 

What Long objectjs to most in the li- 
braries’ letter is the suggestion that 
‘fmmoral’ books are sent to them by 
publishers. 

‘IT do not admit,” he says, “that im- 
moral books have been published. You 
cannot apply the word immoral to the 
ordinary novel of ilicit love. Where 
is the novel nowadays that does not

SOUTHERN COLLEGES PAY 


BIG PRICE FOR COACHES 


By Verner M. Jones. 


Nashville, Tenn.. January 8&.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The south’s coaching bill in 
football last season amounted to about 
$50,000, figuring that the average in- 
Structor receives for his ten weeks’ 
work a mean remuneration of some- 
thing in excess of $1,000, This does 
not contemplate sé@laries for prep 
school coaches, which would likely 
run up the amount something in ex- 
cess of that figure. The season's prof- 
its tn football were doubtless much 
in excess of expenditures, which was 
very fortunate, as football carries 
through the year practically all other 
branches of college athletics, especial- 
ly track athletics, which is invariably 
an almost total loss. 

Considered from the standpoint of 
the institution from which they come, 
Pennsylvania was easily the most 
popular university, no less than four 
coaches coming from the big Phila- 
delphia school. These are Heisman of 
Georgia Tech, Draper of Texas, Stauf- 
fer of Mississippi, and Levene of Ten- 
nessee. Two came from Yale, Bridges 
of North Carolina, and Donahue of 
Auburn, with Princeton tying, with 
Pfeiffer of Washington and Lee, and 
Roper of Missouri. No Harvard coach 
was in evidence the past year, and 
McGugin was the only Michigan prod- 
uct, although there were several in 
Dixie a few years back. Pollard of 
Alabama, and Brown of Tulane, are 
Dartmouth men. 

Vanderbilt and Virginia are far 
ahead of other southern institutions 


in the matter of furnishing coaches 
to college teams. In fact, with the @X- 
ception of Cope ‘of Sewanee, the Geor- 
gia boy who so. ably coached Sewanee, 
no other southern-bred coaches were 
in charge of southern squads. Vander- 
bilt had four men handling other 
teams, Pritchard of Louisiana, Blake 
of Mercer, Costen of South Carolina 
Military academy, and Haygood of 
Henderson College, Ark. Nally, Gioth 
and Williams of Virginia, coached 
respectively Virginia, Virginia Mil- 
itary and Clemson. 

Other southern coaches were Ken- 
tucky State, Sweetiend, Cornell; Geor- 
gia, Coulter, Brown; Arkansas, Bez- 
dek, Chicago; Texas A. & M., Moran, 
North Carolina A. & M.. Thompson, 
Gentral, Ky., Banks, Syracuse; Tran- 
sylvania, Coble, Swarthmore; Cumber- 
land, Wimberl}¥, Washington and Jef- 
ferson. 

The two best paid coaches undoubt- 
ediy were McGugin and Heisman. 
Fach is reputed to receive $3,000, the 
former having charge of all athletics 
at the Georgia institution, while the 
latter is classed as a faculty coach, 
and part of his salary Is for univer- 
sity instruction, aside from football. 
Cope of Sewanee, received no com- 
pensation other than thanks, and it is 
understood that Virginia was also out 
nothing further than expenses on its 
gridiron headmaster.

prohibition of “electric saddles” at 
Jacksonville, I learn that the au- 
thorities at Juarez have posted simi- 
lar injunctions against the use of the 
speed regulator. 

Unable to provide wings for their 
horses, certain turfmen of the un- 
scrupulous sort have, at various times, 
used saddles with a dry battery at- 
tachment by which the speed of the 
horse could be increased or decreased 
at will. Small dry batteries were 
concealed by flaps of leather and 
wires ran underneath the saddle to a 
raw spot upon the horse’s back over 
the spine. At a touch from the jockey 
a strong current would be turned on 
and the hdrse would leap forward 
with the speed of the wind. Full 
strength usually produced just the 
opposite side—that is, a decrease of 
speed. 

The electric saddles were first used 
at Guttenberg. There are many types 
‘of them. For instance, the brand 
used at Jacksonville, which has re- 
sulted in a scandal there, did not have 
the spinal wires. Insulated wires 
were run down the bootlegs of the 
jockey connecting with his spurs 
that every time the

New York, January 8.—Thomas Pp. 
Reilly, a special investigator for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was 
arrestef here late this afternoon and 
locked up in the Tombs, charged with 
the theft of a letter from George w. 
Wickersham, United States attorney 
general, to Henry A. Wise, United 
States district attorney, from Mr. 
Wise’s office in the New York federal 
building. 

The letter subsequently appeared in 
The Cosmopolitan Magazine: and it 
was known yesterday that the long 
search for the man who stole it had 
at last resulted in the return of an 
indictment by the federal grand jury. 

Whether other indictments will! fol- 
low, Mr. Wise would not say tonight, 
but they are expected. 

The Specific Charge. 

The specific charge against Reilly 
in the ‘ndictment is the “taking and 
publishing of letters and private pa- 
pers |without authority,” in- violation 
of the Unitea States revised statutes 
and of the New York penal law. The 
acts complained of are said to have 
been committed on July 1, 1909, when 
Mr. Wise was abroad. 

In addition to the Wickersham Iet- 
ter there were also abstracted from 
the filles of the district attorney's of- 
fice two letters from C. R. Heike, sec- 
retary of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, to John FE.

Secretary 
Wilson, of the United States depart- 
ment of agviculture, in which he 
promises to send to Georgia, during 
the coming peach season, the govern- 
ment’s pre-cooling car, which has 
done such splendid demonstration 
service during the past two seasons 
in California. It is by the use of this 
pre-cooling system California is en- 
abled to ship fruit across the con- 
tinent without re-icing, and also 
without the fruit being damaged. 
This is done by securing a low tem- 
perature for the fruit before. it is 
placed in these ears. 

For the past week Mr. Fleming, As- 
sistant Manager Marks and lL J. 
Raoul have been in the field contin- 
uing the canvass for members to 
market their fruit through the Ex- 
change, and have been met with a 
most cordial reception and greatly in- 
creased the membership of this or- 
Zanization.

WROUGHT SOUTH'S SALVATION FARMERS MADE. 


—C,. J. Haden 


Well-Known Developer Indicates How Backward Devel- 
opment Has Enabled Us to Settle Problems and 
Prepare for Great Destiny. 


(Chas. J. Haden in The Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal.) 

That the cotton states are the last ' 

in the order of development is not to 


be regretted. We have escaped many 
pioneers ills. The present steady” in- 
coming population is chiefly from the 
middle west, and is either American 
by birth or of those who have been on 
our shores long enough to acquire Eng- 
lish speech and American -ideas.' The 
concentration of aliens, as in some of 
the eastern cities and in many sections 
of the west, is improbable, “The Yid- 
dish quarters in New York, Packing- 
town in the suburbs .of Chicago, and 
the dominant Scandingvian © vete im 
Minnesota demonstrate that to sub- 
merge native sway in any locality is 
not well. The numbers who move into 
the south increase from year to year. 
They are not “immigrants” in the cur- 
rent meaning of that word. A very 
considerable portion of them are mer- 
chants, manufacturers, miners and 
other business men, who bring skill 
and. capital. The proportion of farm- 
ers who come does mot exceed the ra- 
tion which those in that pursuit bear 
to the whole population. A happier 
increase would not result if the meth- 
od had been prearranged and the per- 
sonnel selected. Districts do not fill 
up suddenly, as has often occurred 
in the western states, but the fusion 
is healthful. 


No Field for the Agitater. 


Institutions had been established and 
the habit of conservatism deeply root- 
ed before the inflow began. This field 
is not inviting to the freak or the agi- 
tator. Coxey could not have organ- 
ized his army of the unemployed, 
or Dowie his Zion City, south of the 
fortieth degree of latitude. Socialism 
here has made no substantial head- 
way. The new growth is upon a 
solid base, the Rock of Ages. 

That industry which must naturally 
take the first rank, the manufacture of 
cotton, had reached approximate per- 
fection as an art when its expansion 
began among the,cotten fields. Thus 
the losses incident to the experimental 
stage did not fall upon the southern 
factories. Within the short period of 
less than thirty years the spindles in- 
creased from nominal to a number ex- 
ceeding that of the entire north, yet 
hardly one of these mills is superan- 
nuated. 


, South’s Monopoly of Cotton. 


It is peculiarly fortunate that the 
wave of progress is contemporaneous 
with the opening of the South Amer- 
ican and Oriental markets. These new 
sources of demand are enormous con- 
sumers of cotton products. This add- 
ed call for the white staple begins 
just as the last. available spot of 
Egyptian cotten land is being brought 
into use, emphasizing the south’s cot- 
ton monopoly.

That once seemingly perpetual 
peril of negro rule, first real and then 
imaginary, ‘had tI[ts obsequies in the 
United States supreme court when 
lately that tribunal sustained the dis- 
franchisement law of Mississippi.

No Negro Problem. 

The thinking world has grown wise 
to the fact that there is no negro 
problem. The reading public hag be- 
come fatigued with disquisitions and 
controversies about the negro, and 
adds its conserved energy to dealing 
with him day by day with that com- 
mon sense which- is applied to the 
usual affairs of practical life. Every, 
incoming citizen dfminishes the rela- 
tive importance of, the negre as an in- 
dustrial asset, and each added year 
lessens the necessity of his presence. 
Today he is indispensable. Under 
existing conditions his substitute 
could hardly “be ‘found, but. k change 
will’ ¢ome» not’’by’ displacement, >but 
through the constant growth of ‘white 
preponderance. He is the white man’s 
ward, and the consciousness of his de- 
pendence is measurably restoring the 
old relationship of lord and liege. 

The negro has advanced in educa- 
tion and wealth far beyond the pre- 
diction of those who knew him best, 
but the dividing race strata remains 
intact. No new pursuits have opened 
to him. On the contrary, some have 
been partially closed. In at least two 
of his select trades, the barber shop 
and the dining room, the whites now 
outnumber the blacks. In the vil- 
lage and on the farm the status is 
unchanged. His spendthrift habits 
obstruct his business independence. 
He confronts each Monday morning 
near the hunger point, regardless of 
how flush he may have been on the 
preceding Saturday night. Hurtful as 
this is to him, its result is to perpetu- 
ate a sure supply of common labor 
and to minimize strikes. Freed of. 
artificial support of law and the illu- 
sion of equality through the ballot, 
natural gravity adjusts his place, and 
he moves along with less friction than 
exists elsewhere in the world where 
so many of his intellectual equals are 
massed in large numbers. Only the 
timid and the uninformed regard him 
a menace or even an obstacle to 

ern progress. 
aes ars tn every thousand may 
commit a crime worthy of note, an 
the newspaper black headlines oe | 
tuates the racial fact. The same 
crime by a white man is merely @ 
news item, but when the race thought 
is injected it excites the same foolish 
feeling of alarm which in other quar- 
ters excites a spasm over the harm- 
less “yellow peril.” 

Autocracy of Cotton. 

The phenomenon of the hour is the 
autocracy of cotton. Since the inven- 
tion of the cotton gin to within the 
past ten years the producer had no 
influence over the price. There was 
but one question, “What will the spin- 
ner give?” The syst@m is now invert- 
ed. Organization among the growers, 
a continuous campaign of education, 
increase of home banking capital and 
financial stability of the farmer have 
fought a winning fight for independ- 
ence. The question now is, What 
will the. grower take”’’ With the old

During the Year Just Past 
in Material Ways. 


Country Must Look to Farm- 
ing Interests for Its Material 
Prosperity, Say Wall Street 
Financiers --- Auto Show Big

Press Special.)—‘Farming in the 
United States has probably made more 
progress during 1909 than any other 
industry.”. was the. comment madg in 
Wall street this week: by a big railroad 
operator. “Farmers are realizing. and 
sO are railroad men, bankers, merchants 
and manufacturers, that to the farmer 
we must look for most Of. our substan- 
tial prosperity. The steel and iron 
industries may be runhing full tilt; 
the railroads may have more businesss 
than they can handle, but let the farm- 
er get discouraged and down comes 
tumbling every other business enter- 
prise.” he went on. 

The value of farm praducts is placed 
at $8,760,000,000, an increase of $869,- 
000,000 over 1908 and nearly double 
the value of ten years ago. The value 
of products in eleven years has been 
$70,000,000,000. The hay crop is valued 
at $665,000,000; oats gt $400,000,000; 
potatoes at $212,000,000: tobacco at 
nearly $100,000,000: wheat at $725,000,- 
000; corn at $1,720,000,000, and the lint 
and seed of cotton crop at §859,000,000. 

The production of all cereals com- 
bined ts 4,711,000,000 bushels, an 
amount considerably greater than that 
for any other year except 1906. It ex- 
ceeds the average of the preceding 
five years by 6.5 per cent. The value 
of all cereals in 1909 has never been 
equaled in a previous year. It is al- 
most exactly §$3,000,000,000, or 34 per 
cent above the five-year average. The 
increase in the value of farm prod- 
ucts this year over 1908 is $869,000,000, 
is enough to buy new equipment of 
farm machinery for 6,000,000 farms.

That sentence is from a letter writ- 
ten) by Gifford Pinchot a few days ago 
to a prominent friend in the southern 
states. 

In a way. it was dramatically 
prophetic. For, on last Friday night, 
President Taft summarily dismissed 
the chief forester from office, for al- 
legéd insubordination. 

The development 
many-sided explosion,; the ultimate 
consequences ef*which. are. hidden 
from the penetration of the shrewd- 
est. 

In the middle of a breach, that may 
shatter the incomparable organization 
of the republican party, that. may in- 
troduce new and strange elements 
into American politics, or that may 
unravel slowly to a harmless climax, 
stands -Pinchot,. by common consent, 
the “father of conservation in 
America.”

When Pinchot met Roosevelt, 
was a case of spontaneous molecular 
attraction. In temperament, mental 
habit, and, partially, in mode of 
speech, the two men were natural af- 
finities. It took Pinchot about

chot is sure that Secretary Ballinger’s

is subversive of the interests of the 
people, tending to favor great cor- 
porations to the prejudice of the pub- 
lic welfare. 

Ballinger and Pinchot. 

Secretary Ballinger alleges he is a 
firm friend of conservation; that he is 
amply protecting the public, and that 
he is doing lawfully what Pinchot 
would do without warrant of law. 

Plainly, it resolves itself into a 
question of. personal opinion, not to 
say veracity. Mr. Taft,.: who has con- 
sistently sided with Ballinger, has 
put it up to congress to pass on the 
latter element. 

There are indications that Pinchot 
would have held office until the com? 
ing investigation had he not. chal- 
lenged the president by indirectly at- 
tacking the latter’s course on the floor 
of the senate 

Is Pinchot a Stalking Horset 

it is freely charged in Washington 
that Pinchot is simply a stalking 
horse for a few “insurgents,” and a 
republican element wishing to dis- 
credit Taft and pave the way for the 
renomination of Roosevelt. 

There are politicians who believe 
the president's radical action in the 
premises has been prompted by per- 
sistent rumors of this nature. 

Wherever the truth may be, the fat 
is in the fire, Washington is excited 
and bewildered as it has not been 
since the “reign of Roosevelt,” .and 
a hundred vague and hysterical ru- 
mors palpitate the lid of the political 
cauldron. 

Pinchot, Fighting Man. 

Pinchot, as the opening paragraph 
indicates, is a fighting. man. He 
lean, tall, rangy in figure. 

His face reads somewhere in the 
early forties, and is thin, keen and 
gined. He has the rigid jaw of a 
warrior, and his eyés snap, when he 
becomes animated, which is most of 
the .time. oF , 

Pinchot’s manner fs one of § his 
most valuable personal assets. Charm- 
ing, gracious and frank in speech,

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with a wide vocabulary, an astonish- 
ing range of knowledge, and a quick, 
penetrative: mind, it is difficult’ to 
doubt the sincerity of the man, or to 
simple straightforward- 
ness of his individuality. 

Admits He Loves Battle: 

The old sehool public men finds it 
hard to rid himself of a certain pom- 
pousness of manner, an !tmplied su- 
periority or condescension which has 
nothing.to learn. ’ , 

That is not’ Pinchot. I saw him 
talking to club women, college profes- 
sors, newspaper women and men, and 
a few very tiresome people, ever busy 
on the scent of a social or’ political 
lion. With all of them, he: was the 

Courteous, suave, jocular, 
quick at repartee, receptive, tolerant. 

He had promised to talk about con- 
servation, and he did, the story be- 
ing published at the’ time in The Con- 
stitution. What he said then, he had 
said a hundred times, publicly end in 
private intercourse. 

One item not. then published recurs, 
as bearing on the. present situation. 
He. had heen congratulated on ~ h’'s 
bold onslaught on the western land 


and water-grabbers, a fight that had 


led him many 
audiences. 

He laughed easily. “Oh, I love a 
fight,” he said, “and, you know, ft 
doesn't take much courage when you 
have all the facts and ‘the other fel- 
low hasn't any, or, at least, when he 
perverts them.” 

His Warnivg Against Water Trust. 

In that walking conversation, he 
asked, with particular eagerness, aft- 
er the attitude of the southern people 
with reference to guarding water 
powers. 

“It is possible,” he stated serious- 
ly, “that if the people don’t wake up 
to the necessity of guarding the 
sources of water power they will find 
some day that the industries of the 
country are in the control of a merci- 
less water power trust, in its nature 
the father of all the other trusts.” 

In a public address, Pinchot tis in- 
cisive, quiet, forceful. His voice is not 
penetrating, and his platform-figure 
is rather ungainly. But his earnest- 
ness, mingled with a semi-seriou:; 
playfulness, a perfect naturalnes., 
snappy, homely jllustrations and com- 
pelling gestures give him an  un- 
usual degree of oratorical magnetism. 

Who Kaows? y 

This is the manner of man that hes 
set Washington and republican po}- 
itics on their respective heads. Pas- 
Sionate friend to Roosevelt, born 
fighter, controlling a great private 
fortune, his present position is about 
as romantic and picturesque as the 
greatest lover of those qualitics 
could ask. 

Whether he is to drift back into pri- 
vate life, Or whether he is to be the 
foeus of a great political feud, is a 
question yet to be decided.

If Man Has Paid Gov- 
ernment Tax He ls 
Released. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., January 
§.—(Special.)—-According to observa- 
tions made in the offices of the United 
States commissioners here, one of the 
most serious handicaps for the officers 
of the law in the satisfactory enforce- 
ment of the prohibition measufe is the 
practice the United States government 
officials have of granting the special 
tax license. Wherever the requirements 
of the government are met, the appli- 
cant can get the license, and tnere are 
now no customs of forbidding the sales 
of the licenses in prohibition § states 
and communities by revenue officers. 

In the commissioners’ courts rrequent 
cases come up where the accused per- 
son has made a flagrant violation of 
the state laws, but has his special tax 
paid, and the government must, 
finding this true, release all further 
claims to the accused person as a pris- 
oner, for no offense 
been committed. 

Officers who frequently uncover such 
cases are simply turned down when 
they think they have a good case, and 
the government passes the sate 
ticed after the man under suspicion 
shows his government taxes are paid. 

Officers who watch the proceedings 
year in and year out are frank to ad- 
mit here that the conditions exfsting 
are unfortunate for people who try 
to enforce the prohibition laws. Thev

BETTER TO FOREIGNERS THAN TO OUR OWN PEOPLE 


Announcement that the Canadian-English parcels post rate is soon to 
be reduced from 16 to 12 cents per pound, and that a parcels post conven- 
tion is to be arranged between Canada and the British West Indian colo- 
nies, including British Guiana, gives emphasis to the deficiencies in this 
respect of the United States postal service. 

The United States now has parcels post arrangements with many for- 
eign countries, but none at home. 

Packages weighing as much as eleven pounds may be sent from any 
point in the United States to the West Indies, Colombia, Central America 
and elsewhere at 12 cents a pound. 

Weighing a maximum of four pounds six ounces, they may be sent 
to Great Britain, Germany, Australia, Denmark; Norway, Sweden, Japan 
and to most points in China at the same rate. 

But the rate within the United States, though the distance may be but 
ten miles, is 16 cents per pound with a limit of four pounds. 

Here is a concrete instance: An Atlantan may send by mail to Bogota, 
Colombia, eleven pounds of merchandise in a single package for $1.32; if 
he wishes to mail it to Marietta, he must make three packages of it, and 
it will cost him $1.76. . 

If it is such merchandise as is not divisible into separate packages, he 
cannot mail it at all between points in the United States should it weigh 
more than four pounds.

The article Is 
also an unintentionel, but conclusive, 
answer to the present effort to bear 
the price of cotton. 

In this connection a letter from R. 
lL. McKellar, assistant freight traffic 
manager of the Southern ratiway, dis- 
cusses the south’s advantage in keep- 
ing the crop within bounds, and in 
raising more cotton ina smaller 
acreage. Mr. McKellar's letter refers 
to a recent meeting of railroad men 
in Chattanooga, and is directed to Mr. 
Howell Peeples, division freight agent 
of the Southern. It is as follows:

“Cotton duck is the basis of rubber 
belting and all kinds of rubber hose.

Among the smaller uses, but making 
a heavy aggregate: In gloves to 
stiffen gauntilets, leggings, tennis and 
gymnasium shoes, duck canopy for 
shower baths where rubber formerly 
was used, covering of trunks and tele- 
scopes; binding of books; draining 
mines—heavy duck to the extent of 
4,000,000 yards annuelly. 

“While we do not presume to have 
eet forth here more than a smal! por- 
tion of the uses to which cotton is 
put, the above items should go far to- 
ward showing that the staple is valu- 
able aside from its merit 4s wearing 
apparel.

‘In the matter of wearing apparel 
its nearest competitors are linen and 
wool. Today the term ‘household 
linen’ is largely a misnomer. There is 
as much cotton as linen in collars 
and skirts. ‘All wool’ clothing is 
practically a thing of the past and the 
world is none the worse for it. 

“Once in a while a bull on cotton, 
in an effort to express his enthusiasm, 
says: ‘Cotton is going as high as 

oo}.’ 

“He probably has forgotten—if in 
fact the figures were ever presented 
to him—that until the last twenty 
vears cotton for hundreds of years has 
sold at a higher average price than 
wool, We are not indulging in proph- 
ecy, but when one considers the count- 
less uses to which cotton is put, and 
figures on what might happen owing 
to an accident curtailment of produc- 
tion, it is qu.te within the bounds of 
possibility for history to repeat itself.

CAROLINA SOLONS 
MEET ON TUESDAY 


Statewide Measure Is Most 


Important Issue to 


Come Up. 


Columbia, 8S. C., January 8&.—(Spe- 
cial.j)—The liquor question promises to 
be the.most interesting matter which 
will come before the legislature of 
South Carolina at its approaching ses- 
sion, which begins next Tuesday. 

The bill passed last year, far from 
settling the question, seems only to 
have made both sides more determined 
in their belief 

The state-wide prohibitionists argue 
that they added 15 counties to the dry 
column in the election held last August 
and that their gains show that South 
Carolina is overwhelmingly for prohi- 
bition. There are now but six wet 
counties in the state, and in two of 
these the election was very close, 
while there are 36 counties in which 
no liquor may be legally solf® 

The local optionists combat this ques- 
tion, asserting that the matter should 
be left in statu quo for the present, 
as there is a sufficfent body of anti- 
prohibitionists to warrant the state's 
division on county lines. They claim 
that the passage in 1909 of the local 
Option law which made the whole state 
ary, but permitted the counties to vote 
the dispensaries in again, constituted 
an implied agreement that the wishes 
of the wet counties would be respected. 

Drys tm Majority. 

There is a large and determined 
representation of avowed state-wide 
prohibitionists in the legislature, as 
was proved last year when the drys 
kept the body in session a week over- 
time to kill a filibuster by the local 
optionists. This majority probably has 
lost no strength, and it is quite pos- 
sible that it has gained considerably. 
On the other hand, it is probable that 
some of those who voted for the local 
option measure will not support a 
state-wide prohibition law. 

That is the situation, as it appears 
now. Whatever the ultimate outcome 
South Carolina now seems .likely to 
witness one of the most interesting 
legislative battles seen in many a day. 

in the meantime the situation in 
Charleston, the seat of anti-dispensary 
and anti-prohibition sentiment, contin- 
ves much the same. Injunctions are 
still in force and the dispensary con- 
stables are active. Quantities of liquor 
are seized every week, and still the 
work of the officers does not get 
lighter. In other counties there is less 
liquor sold, though there are numerous 
convictions for violation -of the dis- 
pensary law.

George drove up to the back door of 
the hall in his motor last night one 
of the suffragettes opened the door 
and jumped in, while another closed 
the door behind her.

WHERE CHAS. W MORSE 
ONE-TIME MILLIONAIRE 
FINDS TEMPORARY ABODE 


In Business but Eight Years, 
It Has Housed Few Million- 
aires---B. D. Greene and John 
F. Gaynor Among the Few 
Noteworthy Prisoners Whose 
Identity Has Not Been Lost.

Atilanta’s féderal prison, which has 
recently come into marked publicity 
as the temporary abiding place of 
Charles Wyman Morse, New York's 
one-time ice king, banker and con- 
solidator of steamship companies, has 
housed ¢omparatively few millionaires 
—as yet. 

That may be owing, in’ part, to its 
youth—it has -been in business but 
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about eight years—and in part to oth-, 


er causes, 
failure, whether through procrastina- 
tion or inability,

All there are dipped in that deep and 
silent Lethe which te memory seldom 
leaves a vulnerable spot. Name, identi- 
ty, everything, but Hfe, and much of 
that, absorbed in @ number, meanizig- 
less except to those few put there to 


know its meaning. 

And among those few officials cadet 
is none who will furnish aids to mem- 
ory for the satisfaction ef the curious, 
They will tell you about the institu- 
tion, that it contains 785 prisoners by 
the last count, that 62 are employed fn} 
the tailor shop, that so many are cut- 
ting stone or deing other work; but 
of identity or history of No. 2056 or 
No. 2344, not one word or whisper. 


Why Identity Is Kept Secret. 

“It’s all right,” said Warden Wil- 
liam H. Moyer, “when their cases are 
before the courts and they are making 
fight for their liberty, for newspapers 
to print what circumstances may dic- 
tate is mecessary or proper. But when 
they come here they have done with 
that, and are paying the penalty, and 
I believe we owe them that protection. 
That is the view the department takes, 
and concerning individuals and their 
past we can give out nothing. It is 
never done except in cases of escape, 
er for some other proper reason satis- 
factory to the department.” 

Who, then, are Morse's associatey 
cannot b= known except that there are 
among them thirteen Indians, abut 
275 megroes and some 500 white men, 
among whom twenty nationalities are 
represented in about one hundred 
foreign born. 

Analyzing @ Little further from fig- 
ures presented in dry government re- 
port, it may be learned that among 
his daily associates one advertising 
agent, a couple of artists, an even 
dozen bankers, nine bartendcrs, three 
cigar makers, four contractors, one 
dressmaker, five «engravers who have 
misused their talents, farmers and la- 
borers galore, men in many other call- 
ings, besides chauffeurs, coachmen, 
brokers, cooks and butlers enough to 
‘delight the heart of the most lux- 
uriant of the wealthy. 

But no coaxing can win from any 
prison guard the disclosure of a sin- 
gle identity. 4 

Again, the records show there are 
among them some seventy embezzlers 
of various kinds, nineteen of whom 
made improper use of national bank 
funds; sixty-eight murderers, 126 
counterfeiters, fifty or so illicit distill- 
ers, better Known 45 ‘“‘moonshiners;” 
numbers of other violators of the in- 
ternal revenue laws, postoffice robbers, 
those who have used the mails to coax 
coin from the unsuspecting, seven 
“@hite slave” traders and three who 
wilfully sold oleomargarine 48 real 
butter. 

These are some of the classes of 
men, whose crimes include almost 
every one enumerated in the revised 
statutes, with whom Charles W. Morse 
sits down to meals three times 4 day 
im the big dining room, with row after 
row of long benches and narrow ta- 
bles, where the only sound heard is 
that of hungry men eating, for all 
conversation is forbidden.

Eating must begin and cease by} 
signal; it may cost something in priv- | 
ileges to begin too quickly. While | 
speaking is forbidden except in certain | 
cases, there are ways of making wants | 
known and no convict is slow to learn 
these rules: 

“Hold up your right hand for more 
bread. 

“Hold up 
or water. 

“Hold up your fork for meat. 

“Hold up your spoon for soup. 

“Hold up your knife for vegetables,” 
aad if fcod or service is found amiss 

“Hold up your left hand for permis- 
gion to speak to any officer about the 
food or services in the dining room.” 

Frivolous or groundless complaints 
are discouraged by prospect of punish- 
ment where they are shown to be en- 
tirely unjustified. 

As a convict of the first grade, Morse 
is entitled to all the rights and priv- 
ileges which go with that grade, and 
he may retain them as long 4s he 
helds that grade by good behavior; 
but once lost by misconduct, it may 
never be retrieved. As a first grade 
convict, he was furnished, upon enter- 
ing the prison, a suit of biue denim, 
not stripés, which are worn only by 
the men who work outside and by 
those in the lower grades through 
some infraction of the rules. Stamped 
upon the back of his blouse coat or 
jacket is the inscription, a ee P., 
2814,” the letters Just above the num- 
ber. Some of the “musts” and “must 
nots” in the rule book furnished to 
each prisoner run like this:

The Privileges Allowed. 

If these and abvut seventy-five other 
rules are all well observed, convicts in 
the first grade are entitled to the fol- 
lowing privileges:

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“One ration of chewing tobacco and 
one ration of smoking tobacco each 
week to those convicts who contracted 
these habits before entering this pent- 
tentiary; convicts will not be permit- 
ted to contract either of these habits 
here. 

“Privilege write 
weeks to relatives or friends on pure- 
ly family, friendly or business mat- 
ters, but the use of language intended 
to hurt the feelings of others must be 
avoided. 

“Privilege to receive all proper let- 
ters which may be received in the war- 
en's office, subject to inspection un- 
der the rules of the penitentiary. 

“Privilege to receive one daily or 
weekly newspaper, or a magazine di- 
rect from the publishers, subject to the 
approval of the warden. 

“Privilege to receive visits from 
relatives or friends once every two 
weeks in the presence of an officer. 

“Privilege to receive from relatives 
or friends, family photographs, plain 
white towels, horn comb, hair brush. 
tooth soap, tooth brush, small hand 
mirror, suspenders, plain white hand- 
kerchiefs and plain black ties. 

“Privilege of writing extra letters 
when authorized by the warden or 
deputy warden; but these letters will 
not be passed out unless they are 
shewn to be urgent and important.” 

Second-grade privileges are the same 
az first grade, with the exception of 
the letters and visits which are al- 
lowed only once im four weeks. There 
are no third-grade privilges at all. 

Sometimes where good reason for it 
exists, the.warden allows extra visits, 
as in the case of Mrs. Morse, who was 
allowed to see her husband twice while 
she was in Atlanta this week. Morse 
may buy cigars, with the consent of 
the warden. 

There is no such thing as corporal 
punishment in the federal peniten- 
tiary. The punishments are repri- 
mand, loss of one or all privileges, re- 
duction im grade, loss of part or all of 
good time, confinerfent in solitary 
cells at hard labor, confinement in 
dark cells on restricted diet, the Jast 
being applied only in such cases as 
mudiny and escape. 

As his sentence is more than ten 
years, under the law, Morse is allowed 
ten days in each month “good time;’” 
s that he may reduce his fifteen- 
year sentence to about ten, if he does 
not get out before that time. 


Cannot “Beat” the Institution. 


In eight years there have been but 
nine escapes from this peniténtiary, 
most of them “trusties,” who just 
sneaked away, and seven of these were 
recaptured. One of them, a small, 
wiry barber, who is still here, slipped

and made for the woods. He was soon 
recaptured. 

“That man ‘beat’ the institution.” 
said Warden.Moyer. “In other words, 
he found a weak point, took advantage 
of it and by doing so, exposed ft. But 
there is no man who ean beat the in- 
stitution today. It is proof against 
them. They may escape by sneaking 
off, but that’s the only way." 

This happened in the days before 
the prison building and stockade 
were surréunded by high concrete 
walls surmounted by guard towers, 
which will ultimately risa 32 feet all 
around the institution. 

Contrary to expectations, Morse has 
not yet beén put at any regular work, 
he wil} not be for severa] days 

Warden Moyer explained that it 
not always practicable or advisa- 
ble to do this when a man first comes 
into the penitentiary. He is given a 
breathing spell, as it were, time to 
pull himself together, top realize what

worth prison. 

(Greene was a captain in the United 
States engineer corps before he be- 
came a contractor; so he is a trained 
engineer. He is now employed in the 
construction department at the prison 
which is engaged in putting up the 
new building, almost an exact dupli- 
cate of the prison part of the pregent 
structure. It is being built of Stone 
Mountain granite. Large, rough blocks 
of stone are shipped direct to the 
prison, and prisoners do the work of 
shaping them for thelr proper places.

John F. Gaynor, who was the finan- 
cial man of the harbor contracting 
firm, and at one time prominent In an 
advisory way in damocratic politics 
in New York, is now in the prison 
hospital, where he has been practical- 
ly all the time since he entered the 
institution. He is suffering from lo- 
comotor ataxia. but has improved 75 
per cent, it is said, as compared with 
his condition soon after arrival. He 
is now able to walk about the room, 
though at one time he could not take 
a step. 

A novel feature of the prison is its 
tuberculosis hospital—a series of wall 
tents set in a half square, about twen.- 
ty-five in number. Tubercular pa- 
tients are required to do no work. 
They never go within doors. At night 
their tents are closed if it is cold, and 
an oil stove is lighted. If too cold 
by day, they have a glass-encased sun 
parlor, where they may keep comfor- 
table. A nmumber of cures has been 
effected. 

Artistic Work by “1481.” 

Over in the cabinet and carpenter 
shop there Is now being made by con- 
vict 1481, for the office of Attorney 
General Wickersham, a handsome in- 
laid table in sixteen woods, of as many 
colors or shades. It will contain, 
when complete, more than séventy 
thousand separate pieces of wood. War- 
den Moyer has some extraordinary ex- 
amples of this man’s wonderful hendi- 
craft. He is a. ten-year man, with 
one more year to serve, after which it 
would not be surprising if he landed 
at East Aurora, N. Y. 

Within the prison proper and im- 
mediately over the dining room, is the 
chapel, in the rear of which is the li- 
brary. Sundays all prisoners must 
attend mass, Sunday school and other 
exercises, after which they are free 
for the day to read or otherwise occu- 
py themselves according to their priv- 
Hleges. Saturday is always a half hol- 
iday; work stops at 12 o'clock noon. 

Thanksgiving, Christmas and other 
holidays are observed, and it has been 
the custom, since the opening of the 
prison, for vaudeville actora and other 


‘entertainers in the olty on. these oc- 
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casions to go out and entertain the 
prisoners for charity's sake. 

The system and regulations at 
this institution could searcely be more 
complete. They go so far as to take 
into careful account every man's trade 
Or profession, and to so shape his em- 
ployment and conduct that he may 
return to it with facility and ease 
upon the expiration of his term. 

“My records are so complete,” Ware 
den Moyer said, “that I can tell from 
them what any man who has been here 
did.each day while he was here, prace 
tically to his every act and the time 
of day that he did it.”

It has been said that “in nothing 
is the average Chinaman more eccen-

and it might be truthfully added that 
in nothing is he more generally mis- 
understood or misrepresented. We 
are told, for instance, alternately, that 
he is an atheist and deist, that -he is 
monotheist and a polytheist;..that he 
a spiritualist;

it seems to me, however, that it 
ought to be pretty generally under- 
stood by this time that the China- 


he has certain superstitions and 
mystical religious cults for which he 
claims a supernatural origin. There 
are in the Empire four officially re- 
cognized forms of religion, diverse as 
to nen-essentials, yet all focussing at 
a common center. of supernatural 


revelation. Two of these—the Confu- 
clan and the Taoist—are native cults; 


the other two—Buddhism and Moham- 
medanism—were importations. 

The two first named are, in a sense, 
complements of each other. What 
Confucianism lacks ‘in theurgy and 
mysticism, is supplied by Taoism; 
and what the latter lacks in practic- 
al utility, is supplied by the former. 
So that it is no unusual thing to see 
the devotees of the one professing be- 
lief in the essential principles of the 
other, and vice versa. 

Confuctanism is the state religion; 
but it does not antagonize the oth- 
ers. All the literatti. the Mandarin 
class, and all high officials are of 
necessity Confuctans; but many of 
them are likewtse Buddhists, Taoists 
or Mohammedans, asthe case may be— 
at least in so far as they passively 
adhere to the essentials of one or the 


other or all those religions. And 
since Confucianism is the basis of 
Chinese jurisprudence, the Buddhists 
Tagists and Mohammedans are never 
in jantagonism to it; on the contrary, 
all) profess adhesion to its principles. 

Kung-Futze or Confucius, as he is 
knOwn to us by his Latinized name, 
was a nate of the Hoang-Ho or 
Yellow river valley. He flourished 
in the sixth century B. C., and was 
therefore, cotemporary with the He- 
brew sage and prophet Daniel 
thought there is no evidence that 
they were conscious of each other's | 
existence. By his own confession 
Confucius was merely a compiler. He 
promulgated no new doctrines. His 
aim was to revive and put into prac- 
tiee an ancient system of ethics and 
jurisprudence that had fallen into 
desuetude; or like the old Jewish 
a in the ,time of Elijah, had 
rea corrupted by strange innova- 

It has been said. and many times 
repeated, that Confucianism is no re- 
ligion at all, Since it does not incul- 
cate the worship of any god; that it 
maintains no priestcraft and has no 
temples dedicated to religious wor- 
ship; that it is merely an admirable 
System of ethics, and nothing anaes 
In a restricted sense this is true but 
it needs scme qualifications.

Confucianism is to the Chinese what 
the Mosaic law was to the ancient 
It is the basis of their so- 


cial _and_ political structure. Destroy 
it, and you destroy their very civil- 
ization itself. Substitute for it any 
other system of ethics and jurispru- 
dence, and you work @& political rev- 
olution. The Taipings attempted this 
half a century ago, but failed hope- 
lessly. In the slow process of social 
evolution from lower to higher forms 
of thought, the time will doubtless 
come when the Confucian philosophy 
must adapt itself to modern thought 
and methods. But to one who has 
carefully studied the social and poli- 
tical system of the Chinese, that time 
seems many decades in the future; and 
the chances .are that its coming will 
not be .without violence and  blood- 


shed. 
II. 


What is Taoism? That question has 
been asked many times; but if there 
has ever been a concrete or satisfac- 
tory answer te it, I have failed to find 
it” To the ordinary observer, it is a 
singular mixture of theurgic mystl- 
cism and’ gross superstition. Sina- 
logues who have written volumes on 
the subject tell us that Taolsm takes 
us back into the mists and fables of 
prehistoric ages; ‘that it started. first 
as a system of philosophy; that it 
subsequently became a religion, hw | teh 
its priestcraft atid monastic institu- 
tions, and that at present it is little 
more than a low. species of necrom- 
ancy and spiritism. One of the sin- 
gular things about it is that it should 
ever have been characterized as “a 
Rpecies of rationalism.” This nfs- 
nomer is probably traceable to & bad 
English translation of a _single 
character in one of their sacred books, 
the “Tao-Teh-King.” The title of the 
book is usually translated “Book of 
Reason.” whereas, according to the 
learned Dr. Legge, it should be ren- 
dered “Book of Wisdom.” But that 
does not seem to mend the matter 
very much. “Wisdom” is a very flex- 
ible term; what may seem. wisdom to 
a Chinaman may seem unwisdom to 
the western mind. The book itself is 
made up of maxims, aphorisms, eX- 
hortations, prose poems and dogmatic 
assertions, curiously intermixed with 
all forms of’ Oriental occultism. So 
far from being a manual of rational- 
ism it is in many places more mys- 
tical and theurgic than anything found 
in the Apocalypse of the New Testa- 
ment or tn the writings of Dionysius, 
Eckhart or Swedenborg. 

The founder ef Taoism as a religion 
was one Lao-tsze, who flourished in 
the sixth century, B.. C He was, 
therefore, a cotemporary of Confu- 
cius, though a much older man. When 
well advanced in the eighties he was 
visited by Confucius, who was then 
under forty. At that interview he is 
reported to have said to the young 
philosopher: “Those whom you talk 
about are dead: their bones are al- 
ready dust; only thelr words remain. 
Put away your proud airs and world- 
ly .desires, your insinuating habit and 
wild will; these are no advantage to 
you. This is all that I have to tell 
you.” To which Confuclus is said to 
have replied: ‘I know how birds fly, 
fishes swim, and animals run. The 
runner may be snared, the swimmer 
hooked, and the fiyer shot with an 
arrow. But as to your sacred Dragon, 
I cannot tell how he mounts the wind 
through the clouds and ascends to 
heaven.” 

In the course of time, but not with- 
out a struggie, Taoism obtained 
legal standing in the Empire; and the 
Chinese official system, which allows 
no condition of the body politic 
remain unprovided with means 
control, included among its adminis- 
trative rules a complete system of ec- 
clesiagtical gradations of rank and 
authority “in connection with the 
Taoist priesthood. The first Pope was 
one Chang-hsi with title of “Heaven- 
ly Master;” and the headship of the 
church has been in the Chang family 
ever since—the theory being that the 
spirit of the first pope was transmi- 
grated from one chief to another 
throughout the ages. 

’ To understand primitive Taoism and 
its grotesque rituals, we must try to 
conceive what-it may have been be- 
fore it fell under the influence of 
Buddhism. Ags

That the ancient Taoists were essen- 
tially spiritualists, but of a low order, 
is manifest from. certain passages in 
some of the Chinese classics—that is, 


as we have them in English transla- | 


tion, for I unable to read them in the 
original. They speak of “communica- 
tion between earth and heaven,” and 
the “descent of spirits” as a common 
occurrence. The accredited worship 
of ancestors and of the departed great 
was not enough to satisfy the cravings 
of the populace. They wanted com- 
munion with spirits, not only as pay- 
ing cold tributes of admiration and 
fidelity, but as receiving from them 
what they were supposed to be able to 
impart by reason of their superior in- 
telligwence. And this finally degener- 
ated into a low species of magic and 
so that today. much of 
what is known as “Taoism,” is little 
else than the grossest superstition. 
The priests or “Yellow Tops,” as they 
are derisively called, are an ignorant 
mendicant class, and command very 
little respect outside thelr own order. 
Still many of even the. educated 
classes retain faith in the spiritual 
side of that ancient cult: and as I 
have already said, this constitutes a 
sort of complement of Confucianism. 
We often meet with such sentences 
as this in the sacred books of the sect: 
“When one’s mind is directed to good, 
good spirits are in attendance; when 
to evil, evil spirits attend.” 
again: ‘If one does a wicked 
and afterwards repents and 
tries to do what is right, good spirits 
will come to his aid and he will have 
luck and prosperity.” And yet 
again: “If at death there still re- 
mains guilt unpunished, the judgment 
extends to the culprit’s posterity.” 
The Taoists believe in a literal hell 
and purgatory. In one of the old tem- 
ples near Canton, I have witnessed 
frightful representations of both 
and as we study them, the 
mind naturally recurs to certain pas- 
sages in Dante’s “Inferno,” and _ in 
Milton's ‘“‘Paradise Lost.” The purga- 
tory consists of nine courts or cham- 
bers, analogous to Dante's inverted 
cones of the infernal regions; whilst 
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the representation of the hells car- 
ries back in thought to Milton's 
Satan and Swedenborg’s abode of the 
damned. But Taoism has one redeem- 
ing tenet: It does not inculcate the 
doctrine of eternal punishment. it 
holds to the ancient -belief in. the 
transmigration of souls, and that by 
a lone series of rebirths even the 
most wicked may find peace and rest.

Buddhism was introduced into China 
from India late in the first century 
of our era. and is today the religion 
of the masses. But it is not the 
Buddhism that Was founded by Guata- 
“Trust in thyself and in 
other. god or man,” was 
parting admonition of Guata- 
ma. the founder of Buddhism in the 
land of its nativity. But it has little 
or no response of approval in the mod- 
ern Buddhism of China. As we listen 
attentively to the chantings in the 
great temples, (especially in those of 
the larger cities), we catch the words 
“aAmatabuh Buddha;” but few strangers 
take the trouble to find out the sense

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used. Hence, the very general opinion 
that Chinese Buddhists, like those of 
ancient India, are essertially athelsts. 

To fully understond what is meant by 
the words “Amatabuh Buddha,” wwe 


igin. 
When Guataimma died and became ext- 


tinct in. Nirvana, leaving as was be- 
lieved. an interval of four thousand 
years before another Buddha should 
appear, his adherents became dissatis- 
fied with the cold and desolate logic 
of his teachings. The cheerless doc- 
trine of ‘Nirvana had lost its novelty 
and attraction. The masses longed for 
a divine helper and sympathizer; and 
Buddhism slowly but st4adily groped 
its way to such a being. Near thé close 
of the second century of our era, the 
Buddhists of northern India had de- 
veloped a trinity of Bodisats, with dis- 
tinct personalities. One represente’ 
the creative power; anotlier the logos 
or wisdom; and the third an omnipres- 
ent and omnipotent spirit. As this new 
doctrine (known as the Trimurti) ex- 
pressed the supernatural element which 
the ancient Buddhism of Gautama dis- 
credited, and responded to the wants of 
human nature, it socn became populer; 
and it was this revised form of the 
cult,which missionaries introduced into 
China. 

Very soon, there was another inno- 
vation, which, however, seems. to have 
had a Chinese orfgin. It is called the 
worship of Quan Yen, or “Goddess of 
Mercy.” According to the popular leg- 
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lend, Quan Yen was a princess who

had attained Nirvana, and was, there- 
fore, exempt from rebirths. But she 
waived her privilege, and continued 
her existence for the purpose of com- 
miserating the world of mortals. Her 
images are seen today in all the 
Fuddhist temples in the empire. In 
seme of them are accompanying wax 
figures illustrative of her miraculous 
rescues from dtsease, misfortune and 
death. Of course, this involves a con- 
fession of human weakness and de- 
pendence, and is to that extent @& 
radical departure from primitive 
Buddhism. 

The so-called Yodd sect, very numer- 
ous in China and Japan, represents an- 
other departure from ancient Buddhism. 
It was translated from India to China 
early in the third century of the Chris- 
tion era. According to this sect, Ama- 
tabuh-Budha will transmit to his 
realm of “pure. delight,” all believers 
who keep his memory sacred and rely 
upon his merits, “without any reliance 
upon our own.” Thus “endowed with 
power to save,” Amatabuh its called 
“The Light of Life, and the Way,” his 
saivation being a matter of grace only. 
“Recognizing the insufficiency cf our 
own power,” says the Chinese devotee, 
“we should belleve simply in the vica- 
ricus power of prayer to Amatabuh.”

only, but also of substitution; and if } 
)christian missionaries would be a lit: 


tle more patient and tolerant, they 
would probably have less difficulty in 
substituting the Pauline doctrine of 
“justification by faith.” 

Mckammedanism although intro- 
duced into China at an early day, and 
treated with the greatest toleration by 
the other religious sects, 
mode much progress smong the masses. 
At present, its influence is scarcely 
felt, although some of is tenets have 
teen modified to conform to those of 
the native religions, and some of the 
best people in China are Mohammedans. 

IV. 

It wou'd be an almost endless task 
to enumerate and classify the many 
forms of Chinese superstitions. But 
perhaps most of them center about or 
are in some way related to that 
strange and mystical belief known in 
the language of the country as Fung- 
Shuie. Just what the term “Fung- 
means to the Chinese mind 
is not clear. When literally trans- 
lated into English they read simply 
“wind-water.” But that fin itself con- 
veys no abstract idea to the mind. ° 

I have often asked intelligent Chi- 
namen what they understood by it, 
and in every instance I have received 
mone but vague and unsatisfactory 
answers. It is probable, however, that 
the term is employed to indicate some 
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Species of geomancy, corresponding 
to what we know as terrestrial mag- 
netism. 

The basis of the so-called “science” 
(for it is practiced as a science) seems 
to be this: Heaven and earth are 
counterparts of each other, and there 
is belleved to be some intercommu- 
nication between them. Heavenly aid 
and favor is belleved to depend upon 
some peculiar topograpical conforma- 
tions, or upon some peculiar material 
conditions. Thus a hill or a ridge 
bears some fancied resemblance to a 
dragon, a tortoise or a human face or 
head, and when these natural objects 
are found In certain relationg.te other 
physical environments, the iewa.ily is 
supposed to be “lucky” or “unlucky,” 
as the case may be. Tall trees are 
left standing In order that the fancied 
resemblance may remain perfect, and 
that “good luck” to the neighborhood 
may flow down. 

Another circumstance favoring the 
opinion that Fung-Shuie is something 
in the nature of magnetic currents, 
is that it is supposed to be attracted 
by high objects, such as tall towers 
and the crests of mountains and 
ridges. As We travel through the in 
terior provinces of the emyp .» a> 
this thought constantly illustrate 
Tall towers, similar to those in india 
(yet essentially different in many re- 
spects) are seen all over the empire, 
and usually where one is seen two 
others are not very far off—the three 
marking the angles of a great equita- 
teral triangle. If you ask an educated 
Chinaman why this is so, he will give 
you some vague and unsatisfactory 
answer, but if you make the same in- 
quiry of a common coolie, he wi'l give 
you to understand that it relates in 
some mysterfous manner to the Fung- 
Shute of the place. The Benerally re- 
ceived opinion is that these towers, 
or “pagodas,” as they are called, had 
a Buddhist origin; but that [s doubt- 
ful. It is claimed by native scholars 
of repute that such structures were 
not uncommon in China long before 
Buddhist missionaries ever visited the 
country. * 

These ancient and apparently use- 
less etructures, although often’ seen in 
a dilapidated condition, are held sacred 
by the masses. Any new edifice that 
interferes with the view from one to 
the other, or which is supposed to di- 
vert the influx of Fung-Shule, is cer- 
tain to create dissatisfaction, if not 
open riot. As an illustration of this, 
I may mention a circumstance which 
occurred some years ago in Canton. 
Some French Catholic missionaries 
had erected a. fine cathedral with a 
high tower just outside thé walls of 
the olty. An infuriated mob. pulled 
down the tall steeple, but left the main 
edifice unharmed. This was not be- 
cause they were hostile toward the 
‘new religion.” as they called it, for

MIGHTY BATTLE. 
“WIL SOON RECI 


First Balloting in Eng- 
land Next Saturday. 


Many Liberals Won Over to 
Tariff Reform, and Govern- 
ment Majority May Be Nar- 
row---Balfour’s Talk of ‘‘Ger- 
rhan Menace”’ Stirred Country 


London, January 8.—One week from 
today the balloting will begin in the 
most bitter and weightiest political 
battle since Gladstone’s home rule 
nolicy split up the old parties in the 
eighties. Twelve London and 56 pro- 
vinelal constituencies go to the polls 
next Saturday, large numbers on Mon- 
day and Tuesday, and the voting will 
drag out through a fortnight. 

The issue is nowise open to a con- 
fident prophecy. The present tendency 
seems to foreshadow a new  \liberal 
government with a small working ma- 
jority. On the other hand, it 1s with- 
in the possibilities that the conserva- 
tives may win enough followers to 
capture control. They are most likely 
to suffer through apathy, but such a 
campaign as is being carried on must 
Lring out the most hardened stay-at- 
homes. That there will be many re- 
turns to former unionist allegiance of 
seats which the radicals won 
years ago, is not doubted. 

Many Liberals Won Over. 

The long list of seceding liberals 
who have been won ovef to tariff re- 
form, published during the week, in- 
dicates that there may be great sur- 
prises in the coming elections. Many 
of these are manufacturers, who may 
influence the votes of their workers. 

The unionist leaders proclaim their 
eonfidence in the result. and they un- 
doubtediy have hope, but a unionist 
victory would require such an enorm- 
ous turn-over that it Is questionable 
whether, even with the tide in favor 
of that party, more can be done than 
reduce the government majority to 
such a small margin that !t wpuld 
have to depend upon the Irish vote 
for legislation. This might result in 
speedy dissolution and another appeal 
to the country, in which the union- 
fsts would have better prospects of 
success. 

Heavy Guns in Action. 

Mr. Balfour, Lord Lansdowne, Lord 
Miiner, Lord Curzon: Lord Roths- 
child and <Austin Chamberlain the 
ex-chancellor of the exchequer, have 
been the opposition’s heavy guns in 
the last week. Premier Asquith, 
Chancellor Lloyd-George, Sir Edward 
Grey, foreign‘secretary: Reginald Mc- 
Kenna. first lord of the admiralty and 
Winston Spencer-Churchill, president 
of the board of trade, have been pitted 
against them. 

With tariff reform and the “Ger- 
man menace” for ammunition. the op- 
position’s speakers have compelled tho 
budget and the hold-up of the budget 
by the house of lords, to take a back 
Seat. Mr. Balfour's plain speaking 
about Germany provided the sensa- 
tion of the week. He is the strange 
bedfellow of the socialist Blatchford, 
whose clamorous demands for a great 
navy and conscription have made 
him one of the figures of the day.

Twenty 
men are now being sheltered, fed and 
clothed, surrounded with home influ- 
ences, and every éncouragement is giv-

He may veto 
any ordinance making appropriation 
He supervises all departments ard has 
the power to make his supervision 
more then a form. He is required to 
Fave ell accounts examined at least 
vearly by an accountant responsible to 
him: he may appoint experts to In- 
quire into the conduct of any depart- 
ment. “Failure or refusal (of any 
cfficer or employee) to exhibit books 
or papers (to the -mayor) shall b? 
ground for removal.” 

In addition to his authority as chief 
executive. the mayor, as commissioner, 
has control of the administration of 
the department of water and water- 
works. Peculiar local conditions in 
Colorado Springs have made the water 
supply a very serious problem. As com- 
missioner the authority of the mayor 
is supreme, except that the approval 
of the counci! is necessary to fix rates 
and penalties. 


Now, it may be asked, what is the 
need of vesting chief power in the 
hands of one man? Why is !! not bet 
ter to let each commisstoner be in- 
dividually end entirely responsible for 
his own department, without the op- 
portunity to shoulder blame off on the 
mayor? Grented that under the Iowa 
law, the mayor is a figurehead; have 
not Des Moines and Cedar Rapids <on- 
cluded a successful year under the new 
plan? 

in partial answer to the first ques- 
tion, the successful experience of the

More- 
over, the activities of a modern city 
are so interrelated that one series of 
activities cannot be isolated, Correla- 
tion is necessary.

Zelaya, in Defending His Ac- 
tion in Refusing Clemency, 
Makes Public Telegrams That 
He Received From the Amer- 
icans. 


Mexico City, January §8.—As justifi- 
cation of his refusal to pardon Can- 
non and Groce, and in support of a 


‘denial which he made today of irreg- | 


ularity in the manner of their con- 
demnation, Jose Santos Zelaya  ex- 
hibited, for the first time, telegrams 
which he claimed to have received 
from the American victims of Nic- 
arakua’s martial law. 

Zelaya uttered his denial in reply to 
charges made by President Madriz, of 
Nicaragua, that the executions of 
Cannon and Groce were illegal, and 
that the United States government was 
‘justified in its resentment over this 
action. 

’ Cannon's Appeal for Mercy. 

The telegrams were as follows: 


“El Castillo, November 14, 1909.— 
Commander-in-Chief, J. Santos Zelaya, 
Campo de Marte: The confessions 
made by me in trial are sufficient 
proofs of my voluntary guilt; there- 
fore, I do not attempt to maintain 
before you the itnnocence which does 
not exist, and 1 limit myself.to ask- 
ing that your recognized magnanimity 
be extended to me, saving my life and 
imprisoning me instead for the num- 
ber of years you may designate, prome- 
ising you on my word, pf honor never 
again to mix in the @plitical affairs 
of the country; and, @irthermore, to 
serve the government rer which you 
preside in all that ma¥ be necessary 
for the peace of the republic which 
General Juan J. Estrada, «with my 
humble collaboration,. given in unfor- 
tunate moment of excitement and 
madness, has disturbed. My salvation, 
after being condemned by the law and 
conscience to die, can only be the 
work of big hearts like yours, to 
which I appeal, and in which I put 
my trust, for the love of my good 
mother, who will be made happy by 
your noble action. Your servant, 

“LEROY CANNON.” 
Groce Appealed as Mason.

San Antonio, Texas, January 8. 
Dr. Frederick J. Fielding, of this 
city, offers to build a hydrogen 
dirigible ballion capable of car- 
rying séveral persons and al! the 
mecessary outfit and sail to the 
North Pole, provided some re- 
sponsible parties convey his out- 
fit to a point of the Far North 
and furnish him with a sclentist 
to take observations. 

Realizing the magnitude of the 
undertaking Dr Fielding, who is 
holder of the world’s record for 
‘balioon flights, made in the race 
from Chicago in 1908, has com- 
piled some figures. He esti- 
mates that such a balloon, with 
engine and gas generating . out- 
fit, will cost him about $15,000; 
that the bag must be capable of 
lifting about 3,000 pounds; that 
a gas tank must be carried to re- 
plenish the bag for the return 
journey and that he needs but 
three or four months of prepa- 
ration.

In reply to a question about 
stockade chickens, he Ssaid: 

“The chickens might have access to 
the horse feed In the troughs, but they 
do not eat that way. I know nothing 
about stockade vegetables being given 
to guards and policeman. I do not 
place as much confidence in Guard 
Ivey's testimony as I do other stockade 
employees. Dodd and Ivey are about 
on a par. The rule was for all re- 
ports to be madé to me in writing.” 

How Improve Stockade. 

Mr. Coli r repeated that he believed 
a sufficient appropriation to provide 
a change of clothes, baths, beds and 
cells would place the stockade in a 
good condition. 

“T have eaten stockade food many 
times.” said Mr. Collier, “and I always 
found it very palatable and whole- 
some. I made a practice to inspect 
the stockade once a week. On only 
one occasion did I ever find the place 
unsanitary and that was just after the 
grand jury inspection. This was due 
to the old toilets getting out of fix. 
I consider the stockade as well Kept 
as {t could be under circumstances.” 

Mr. Felder asked Mr. Collier if he 
did not have appropriations in 1906 
for convict clothing, and the money 
was not spent. To this Mr. Collier 
replied: 

“I never had money except to pro- 
vide clothing for prisoners who were 
not dressed decentiy to go on the 
Where my books show that an 
appropriation for improvements at the 
stockade was not used, it was because 
the money was withdrawn before the 
end of the year.” 

Attorney Felder said that the comp- 
troller’s books showed that out of an 
appropriation of $500 for beds, $200 
was not spent. To this Mr. Coilier re- 
pitied:

What Was Necessary.” 

‘TIT only spent what was necessary. 
I do not think it is right to throw 
away the city’s money.” 

“Oh, vou have been very economical,” 
said Mr. Felder. 

Continuing, Mr. Collier said: 

“T believe the grand jurors stated 
what was true. The jurors happened 
to visit the stockade at a time when 
the convictS were trying to make 
everything as dirty as possible. They 
had heard of the inspection.” 

Mr. Collier denied that he always got 
all from the council that he asked for. 

Mr. Felder insisted that council! had 
appropriated money for clothing and 
beds for the convicts that had all 
been expended. Mr. Collier insisted that 
such appropriations were Only to pro- 
vide clothes fOr such convicts as were 
too badly clothed to appear on the 
streets. 

About Tom Terry distributing whis- 
ky at the stockade, Mr. Collier said he 
investigated the matter and suspended 
Terry fifteen days. He said he never 
saw Guard: Hilton drinking. He lec- 
tured him On a rumor that he had been 
drinking. 

About Whipping Prisoners. 

On the whipping of prisoners, Mr. 
Felder asked if reports were made of 
all whippings, and Mr. Collier replied 
that the records are kept in a stockade 
book and slips sent to his office. He 
could not remember about the whip- 
Ping of Henry Wallace—the books 
would show the record. He could not 
recall any report except a verbal one 
being made about Ruby Gaither be- 
ing chained to the wall. He said he 
had granted both Vining and Cornett 
a leave of absence pending the investi- 
gation. “It will depend upon the re- 
sult of the Investigation what I will 
finally do to them

SAYS SEELY OFFERED HIM 
JOB IF HE QUIT STOCKADE 


Captain David M. Vining, superin- 
tendent of the city stockade, after he 
had been denied an opportunity to 
make a personal statement to the 
council committee that was investi- 
gating the condition of the stockade, 
stated last evening in the council 
chamber to a number of citizens: 

“Tl wanted to say to the committee 
as a matter of personal privilege that 
F. L. Seely, editor of The Georgian, 
offered me a job if I would quit the 
employ of Mr. Collier. He told me that 
he wanted Mr. Collier out, and desired 
my help.” 

In beginning his statement, Captain 
Vining said with much feeling: 

“T am 71 years of age. and I have 
so far passed through life without @ 
blot on my character. I‘ have, since 
the investigation started, been vilified 


and lied on. I asked the committee 
to allow me to make a privileged state- 
ment and I was refused. What I want- 
ed to say was that Mr. Seely had of- 
fered me a job if I quit the stockade.” 

He then went on and stated what Is 
given above. 

He said he went to Mr. Seely’s office 
to explain to him about the stories 
ex-convicts had told, and that then the 
job was offered. 

After the statement had been made 
by Captain Vining, members of the 
committee sai@ if they had known 
what he intended to say they would 
have voted to hear from him. They 
thought he wanted to criticise Attorney 
Felder's argument. 

When asked if he had any reply to 
make to the above statement, Mr. 
Seely replied: “No, I belleve not.”

Mr. Arnold said all the graft they 
had shown at the stockade was Mr. 
Collier’s boarding a few old hens whose 
eggs saved Mr. Seely’s . life. 

Mr. Felder on the Stockade. 

Attorney Felder concluded the* ar- 
gxument. He called the stockade a 
modern “bastile,”” where criminals were 
not sent, but poor mortals with hu- 
man weaknesses. 

He said he believed the recorder was 
honest, but the fault was that the re- 
coOrder’s court daily invaded the con- 
stitutional rights of the people. It 
was the only place where one man 
sends another to the chaingang and the 
whipping chair.

Away at Rome.

Rome, January 8.—Francesco 4! 
Paola Satolli, bishop of Frascati, arch- 
priest of the Lateran Arch-Basilica, 
and prefect of the congregatian of 
studies, died today. Death followed an 
illness that began last June with an 
attack ef nephritis and atrophy of the 
right lung, and was complicated re- 
tently with blood poisoning. 

Cardinal Satolli was of Italian birth, 
and was born at Marsciano, July 21, 
1839. His family was a noble one and 
of ancient lineage. 
cardinal in 1895.

The pope Was greatly grieved when 
the announcement of the cardinal's 
death was made to him. and recalled 
that it was the convincing argument 
of Satolli which influenced him to ac- 
cept the papacy at the last conclave. 

The cardinal, who was in his 70th 
year, has been critically ill with acute 
nephritis for several weeks. Extreme 
unction was administered two weeks 
ago. 

Satolli was born in Marsciano, Italy. 
in 1839. He came of a noble family. 
and early won high favor with the 
church. While yet a young man he 
was assigned to the faculty of the col- 
lege of the Propaganda, which he left 
after a few years to become archbishop 
of Lepano. 

Always a clese friend of the late 
Pope Leo, he was sent to America to 
represent the vatican at the Columbian 
exposition, and remained as the first 
apostolic delegate to the United 
States. A short time after this honor 
had beenm conferred upon him there 
came the news that Satoili was to be 
made a cardinal. He received the red 
hat in November, 13895. 

Among all! the offices held by Cardi- 
nal Satolli in his long ecclesiastical 
career, the one he recalled with the 
greatest satisfaction was that of apos- 
tolilec delegate to America. Colloqgulailly 
he was frequently spoken of as the 
“American cardinal,” because of his in- 
terest in the United States. Receiving 
telegrams of consolation a few days 
ago from Cardinal Gibbons and Arch- 
bishop Farley, the prelate commented: 
“My American friends give me my last 
consolation.”

The Financial Chronicle, summing up 
the money situation in New York, 
says: 

“Money is needed for various enter- 
prises contemplated by our leading 
financfers, who, it is believed, would 
like to turn part of their stockhold- 
ings into dollars if this could be done 
without injuring market values.” 

Reports from abroad of a worldwide 
nitrate combination under the aus- 
pices of American bankers pointed to 
one such enterprise and affected the 
securities of the American Fertilizer 
companies today.

N@turally a 
quick upturn followed, for the crash 
had been too severe and too extensive, 
and perhaps much greater than antici- 
pated when bears started the raid.

This career commences under tho 
title of secretary to the mayor of New 
York city. More properly defined— 
and for which function there is no 
title—it can be said that this career 
begins with more power politically 
than has any other’man in the second 
city in the world. It is scarcely an 
exaggeration to say that not even 
“Boss” Murphy, with his army of 
Tammany men.and millions of Tam- 
Many money, can approach Robert Ad- 
a@meéeon in amount of influence on mu- 
nicipadé history for the next four years. 
This is true in spite of the fact that 
Murphy indorsed the candidacy of 
William F. Gaynor for mayor and that 
Tammany got back of him with its'/! 
votes. 

The past month Adamson has been | 
engaged in spotting the best men for | 
the most important offices—-those men 
who direct the expenditure of $1690,- 
000,000, which New York city pays out 
to its treasury each year for civic 
subsistence. Mayor Gaynor has made 
the appointments, of course, but it 
ras been for the greater part up to 
“Rob” Adamson to find the men. 

The new mayor comes from Brook- 
lyn. This means that his knowledge 
of New York proper has a limit. Bet 
sides, he had been on the bench in| 
Kings county~—a position of geo- | 
praphical and forensic isolation, as et 
Clair McKelway, of The Eagle. would 
gay. Adamson’s knowledge of things 
is in inverse ratio to Mayor Gaynor’'s 
judicial handicap. Five years of the 
eleven spent in New York by the 
new secretary have been. given to 
municipal newspaper work. He has 
been the Tammany, “up-state politics” 
and city hall man for The New York 
World. This is a position of respon- 
sibility. It carries more weight than 
the average so-called editor’s job does 
=by a long shot. 

Political Reporter's Importance. 

The metropolitan editor has his work 
cut out for him—the political reporter 
hews out his own pattern. The edi- 
tor’s opinions are in the hands of his 
chief-of-staff. The political reporter can 
gmake or break any man or faction 
without reference to anyone, Adam- 
son did not cure to be an editor. He 
wanted to be at the beginning of af- 
fairs and assist in their developing 
rather than sit in state over some stale 
situation. For several years after he 
had arrived at a certain point in his 
newspaper work, the offer—and fre- 
quently the proffer—of “desk jobs” to 
him became almost monotonous. 

After the election last fall 
Gaynor started in to find out some-! 
thing about the place he had to oc- | 
cupy. Probably the most involved mu- | 
nicipal system in the world is that, 
of ‘New York city, with its 50,000 em- | 
ployee.

There are many Chi- 
nese patent medicines, and such ad- 
vertisements may be seen in every 
journal. 

Patent Medicines for Bound Feet. 

In one of the interior papers of a 
few days ago I saw a medicine for 
bound feet advertised. It was 4dis- 
played with a seare head and with 
faces sad and joyful, labeled “before 
and after taking.” The translation 
read: 

“Our Lily Print Powder has been 
sola for many years, and it is miracu- 
lous in its effects. By its use the 
foot can be bound tight without pain- 
fully swelling, and yet can be easily 
brought to a narrow point. Price per 
bottle forty cash... Also our Para- 
gon Powder, the sole cure for sores 
caused by the binding. Sixty cash @ 
bottle. Sold only at the drug store 
at the sien of Great Good Luck, In 
Precious and Moral street. All others 
are imitations.” 

The same paper advertised pills for 
women and pills for men. It also an- 
nounced the virtues of hair restorers, 
and drugs certain to make Chinese 
pig-tails grow. 

One advertisement related to a run- 
away wife? and another to a female 
slave for the return of whom a good 
reward was offered. 


Nearly all these dailles publish car- 
toons. This ts espectally so of the 
papers of Peking. The change in dy- 
nasty, the opium evil and the new 
army are graphically pictured. Pa- 
pers of that character are popular 
and they are rapidly increasing in 
number and circulation. The daily 
journals now contain the news of the 
court, and are full of interesting 
gossip about the prince regent, the 
empress dowager and the highest of- 
ficlals. 

Government Press Regulations, 

Within the past few months the im- 
perial government has been rather 
strict as to the character Of matter 
going into the newspapers. Most, of 
the PeRing papers must be submitted 
to the censors, and a bulletin of press 
regulations has been issued, which 
provides how newspapers may be es- 
tablished, and how they must be car- 
ried on. This bulletin lies before me 
as I write. It provides that twenty 
days before a newspaper is es- 
tablished, its name and policy, and 
the names of the publishers, editors 
and printers, must be sent to the of- 
ficials; and, at the same time, a se- 
curity amounting to $500 must be 
filed therewith. All editors, publheh- 
ers and printers must be of sane 
mind, and over twenty years of age. 
They must have never been punished 
or imprisoned, and must be in good 


standing. All daily papers must be 
submitted to the local censors before 
midnight of the day previous to their 
issue; and all corrections of misstate- 
ments must be in the following is- 
gue. 

There are many restrictions as to 
the character of the news to be pub- 
lished. The reports of the proceed- 
ings of closed trials are prohibited, 
and all secret decrees must be held 
back until they are officially issued,

1 kmoew that gonorrhea and its re- 
sulting gleet is one of the most im- 
portant today before the medical pro- 
fession. I kmow by daily contact with 
it for 35 years, and there are thousands 
of men over the country kmow by thelr 
own sad experience, and you cannot 
tell them that it is no worse than a 
bad cold, and they krew, too, that the 
Doctor who pretends to cure them ina 
few days is ¢ither ignorant, or a faker.

What counts in this work is to be 
sure vou know your case; be sure of 
ycur diagnosis and then quit irritating 
tender surfaces and structures, quit gtv- 
ing your patients a whole lot of un- 
necessary pain and distress, so that 
vou may win their esteem and grat!- 
tude, for I am not cynical enough to 
think they will be without gratitude.

Nothing is more distress- | 


ing, and quite usually these cases get 
very scant satisfaction in the way of 
treatment by the average physician, 
but by looking for the’ underlying 
cause and using thorough, as well as 
careful methods, giving thorough at- 
tention to the details of the case, most 
satisfactory results can be secured in 
a large proportion of cases.

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VER since I can remember, almost, I have 
cherished a modest ambition to hunt lions 
and elephants. At an early age, or, to 
be more accurate, at about the age when 
most boys are hesitating between the ca- 
reer of an Indian fighter and a career be- 
‘fore the mast, I ran across a copy of 
Stanley’s “In Darkest Africa.” It was 

full of fascinating adventures. I thrilled at the ac- 
counts which spoke in terms of easy familiarity of 
“express” rifies and “elephant” guns, and I sup- 
posed that an elephant €un must be a sort of small can- 
mon that fired a ponderous shell. The pictures of dar- 
ing hunters standing up before a charging lion struck 
my youthful fancy as something worth emulating, and 
Africa appealed to my imagination as a vast, mysteri- 
ous land full of adventurous possibilities. 

One by one my other youthful ambitions have been 
laid away. I have given up hope of ever being an In- 
dian fighter out on the plains because the Indians long 
Since have ceased to need a strong hand to quell them. 
I yielded up my ambition to be a pirate because for 
some reason piracy has lost much of ita charm in these 
days of great Hners. There is no treasure to search 
for, and the age of the splendid clipper ships with their 
immense spread of canvas hes given way to the un- 
romantic age of the grimy steamer, about which there 
is so little to appeal to the imagination. Consequently 
lion hunting is about the only thing left. 

And so, after suffering this ambition to lle fallow 
for many years I am now on my way to realize it, 
Perhaps modern methods have taken away much of 
the romance of lion hunting, but still there is sure 
to be something left in the way of excitement and ad- 
venture. In a few weeks I shall find out. In the mean- 
time I have been here in London getting my outfit 
ready, purchasing guns, buying tents and great quan- 
tities of food supplies necessary for an African shoot- 
ing expedition of several months’ duration. , 

It is amazing how much stuff is required to outfit a 
party of four people. First in importance come the 
rifles, then the tents and camp equipment, then the 
clothes and boots, then the medical supplies, and finally 
the food. Perhaps later I may be inclined to put the 
food first in importance, but just now, after a hearty 
dinner, it:seems to be the least important detail. 

Most men outfitting for an African campaign among 

wild animals secure their outfits in London. It is here, 
in modest little shops, that one gets the weapons that 
are known to sportsmen from one end of the world to 
the other—weapons designed expressly for the requlire- 
ments of African shooting, and which have long stood 
the test of practical service. For two days we have 
haunted these famous gunmakers’ shops and for two 
days I have made a magnificent attempt to look learn- 
ediy at things about which I know little. 
4 Now, after many hours of gun shopping attended by 
the constant click of a taxicab meter, I have assembled 
such an imposing arsenal that I am nervous when I 
think of it. With such a battery it is an absolute cer- 
tainty that something or somebody is going to get 
hurt. I hastén to hope that it will be something, and 
not someDody. The old time elephant gun which shot 
an enormous ball and a staggering charge of black 
powder has given way to the modern double barreled 
rifle with its steel bulict and cordite powder. They are 
not half as heavy or clumsy as the old timers, but 
their penetration and power are tremendous. The 
largest of this modern type is the .650 cordite—that is, 
it shoots a steel bullet six hundred-and-fifty-thousands 
of an inch in diameter and has a frightful recoil. This 
weapon is prohibitive on account of its recoil, and few, 
if any, sportsmen now care to carry one. The most 
popular type is the .450 and .475 cordite double bar- 
reled ejector hammerless rifies, and these are the 
ones that every elephant hunter should have. 

We started out with the definite purpose of getting 
three .450s—one for Mr. Akeley, one for Mr. Stephen- 
son, and one for mysejf. Also three nine millimeter 
(.375) Mannlichers and two .256 Mannlicher-Schonauers.. 
What we really got was three %75 cordites, two nine 
millimeter Mannlichers, one nine millimeter Mauser, 
and two .256 Mannlithers. We were switched off the 
.450s because a government regulation forbids the use 
of that caliber in Uganda, although it is permitted in 
British East Africa, and so we played safe by getting 
the .476s. This rifie is a heavy gun that carries a 
bullet large enough to jolt a fixed star -and recoil 
enough to put one- starboard Shoulder in the hospital 
for a day or so. Theoretically the sportsman uses this 


weapon in close quarters, and with a bullet placed ac- . 


cording to expert advice sees the chdrging lion, rhino, 
or elephant turn a back somersault on his way to king- 
dom come. It has a tremendous impact and will usual- 
ly stop an animal even if the bullet does not kill it. 
The bullets of a smaller rifle may kill the animal, but 
pot stop it at once. An elephant or lion with a small 
éullet in its heart may still charge for 50 or 100 yards 
before it falls. Hence the necessity for a rifle that will 
shock as well as penetrate. ’ 
Several éxperienced African lion hunters strongly 
advise taking a “ paradox,” which in their parlance is 
affectionately called a “cripple stopper.” It looks like 
what one would suppose an elephant gun to look like. 
Its weight is staggering, and it shoots a solid ball, 
backed up by a fearful charge of cordite. They use 
it under the following conditions: Suppose that a big 
animal has been wounded and not instantly killed. It 
at once assumes the aggressive, and is savage beyond 
belief. The pain of the wound infuriates it and its 
one object in Iffe is to get at the man who shct it. It 
charges in a well nigh irresistible rush, and no ordi- 
nary bullet can stop it unless placed in one or two 
small vital spots. Under the circumstances the hunter 


may not be able to hold his rifle steady enough to hit. 


these af da spots. #That is when’ the “paradox” 
comes in. The hunter points it in a general way in 
the direction of the oncoming beast, pulls the trigger, 
_ and hopes for the best, The paradox bullet hits, with

the force of a sledge hammer, and stuns everything 
within a quarter of a mile, and the hunter turns sev- 
eral back somersaults from the recoil and fades into 
druised unconsciousness. E 

We decided not to get the paradox, preferring to 
trust to hitting the small vital spots rather than trans- 
port the weapon by hand through long tropical 
marches. £& 

The nine millimeter rifies are large enough for near- 
ly all purposes, but not reassuring in extremely close 
quarters. The .256 Mannlichers are splendid for long 
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range shooting, as they carry a small bore bullet and 
have enormous penetrating power. , 

The presumption, therefore, is that we shall first 
shoot the lion at long range with the .256, then at a 
shorter range with the nine millimeter, then at close 
range with the .475 cordite, and then perhaps fervently 
wish that we had the paradox or a balloon. 
we then had to get the 
cartridges, all done up in tin boxes of a weight not ex- 
ceeding sixty pounds, that being the limit of weight 
which the African porter is expected to carry. There 
are several thousand rounds of ammunition, but this 
does not mean that several thousand lions will be 
killed. Allowing for a fair percentage of misses, I 
may be able, if lucky, to get one or two lions. 

Our ‘camp equipment consists of four double roof 
ridge tents, green in color and rotproof, 10x8 feet, with 
four foot walls, with extra deep fly; one extra fly with 
two uprights, ridge pole, lines, and pegs; five ground 
sheets for the tents; four mosquito nets, nine feet 
jong; four circular canvas baths, twelve green round 
bottom bags, six hold-all bags with padlocks, 100 yards 
of manila rope, four four-pint tin water bottles, two 
eight-pint Uganda water bottles, four large canvas 
water buckets, eight white enamel soup plates, eight 
white enamel dinner plates, three white enamel vege- 
table dishes, six pint cups, eight knives and forks, 
twelve teaspoons, six soup spoons, six large tabie- 
spoons, one carving knife and fork, six white enamel 
oatmeal dishes—all done up in seven bales of sixty 
pounds each. ° “ 

Our food supplies are put into seventy-two “chop” 
boxes of sixty pounds weight each. These boxes are 
tin lined and are built expressly to defy the ants, in- 
sects, and moisture of Hast Africa. Hach food box 
contains supplies for five days for four people, and 
each box is marked on the outside with either a red 
band, a blue band, a green band, a red and green band, 
a purple band, a yellow and green band, or a yellow 
band.

BY GEORGIA D. A. R. IN 1909 


Some of the Things That Have 
Been Accomplished by the 
Daughters, and Some 
That Remain to Be 
Done. 


To the Daughters of the Amer'can 
Revolution of Georgia: We send 
greetings. We commend you for the 
great g0od you have done. May this 
new year be full of action and its 
nearly three hundred and sixty-five 
days of fresh Opportunity be filled 
with a long list of worthy deeds ac- 
complished. 

Have you ever paused to think 
what a glorious privilege it is to be 
a member of one of the noblest or- 
ganizations on earth, founded, as_ It 
is, not on riches nor rank, but on the 
unselfish deed of an ancestor who 
braved hunger and cold, risked life, 
and often gave it, to help carve out 
the grandest nation of this age? 

Let us review some of éhe things 
already acegmplished by the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, for 
which we have a right to be proud. 
We, have led our countrymen to 
realize what a debt of gratitude they 
owe to the brave soldiers of the rev- 
elution, and many of their graves 
have been found and marked; some 
living in remote fields have been disin- 
terred and buried in the town ceme- 
tery. there soon to be marked with 


a marble head-stone. 

Many county records, dating back 
eften to colonial days and of price- 
less value, have been rescued from 
decay and neglect. The work Miss 
Helen Prescott did for the Joseph 
Habersham chapter ts a conspicuous 
example of this kind of service, and 
will constitute Volume 3 of their val- 
uable collection of genealogical and 
historical matter. 

Work of Atianta Chapters. 

The Atlanta chapter and the Pied- 
mont Continental chapter together 
eollected and had printed a list as 
complete as possible of the Georgia 
soldiers of the revolution (see Ga. 
Archives Vol. 1, Series 2), which is in- 
valuable to those establishing their 
claim for as a descendant of these 
men. 

The Kettle Creek chapter, of Wash- 

ington, Ga., has located and bought 
the Kettle Creek battle-ground, and 
has compiled and published a list of 
the soldiers who took part in that en- 
gagement. 
'Xavier chapter, of Rome, has _ 10- 
cated and marked, with imposing 
stone, the Etowah battlefield, where 
John Severe won his victory over the 
hostile Cherokee Indlans. 

The Oglethorpe chapter, of Colum- 
bus. has obtained from the British 
museum a wax impression of the first 
seal of Georgia, which was given to 
Oglethorpe by England; this chapter 
has also located and permanently 
marked the place where General Ogle- 
thorpe crossed the Chattahoochee 
river on his visit to the chief men of 
the Creek nation. 

The Savannah chapter has had pub- 
lished the “Proceedings of the Coun- 
cll of Safety.” The Lachlan MolIntosh 
chapter, of Savannah, has placed a 
marble fountain at “Jasper” Springs, 
and a bronze tablet on the monument 
to General Nathaniel Green, when 
his remains were discovered and re- 
interred. ® 

The Elijah Clark chapter, of Ath- 
ens,- has placed an imposing monu- 
ment to the memory of General Clark 
in the center of their beautiful city. 

Site of Fort Located. 

The site of Fort Hawkins has been 
located, and will be suitably marked 
by the Nathaniel Macon chapter, of 
Macon. 

The Stephen Heard chapter, of El- 
berton, has located and bought’. the 
ground where once stood the home of 
brave Nancy Hart. Her grave in far 
off Kentucky has also been located. 
But it remains for the Augusta 
chapter to possess the greatest of all 
relics of revolutionary days. They 
have purchased and restored “Meadow 
Garden,” the home of George Walton, 
one of the three Georgia signers of 
the Declaration of Independence; it 
is now a treasured chapter home and 
museum, 

Besides these, medais have been 
given to different schools to encour- 
age the study of Georgia history. Na- 
tional holidays have been celebrated, 
and the Georgia state flag brought 
into common use. 

Through the efforts of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, the 
Georgia legislature made an appro- 
priation for copying ahd printing the 
priceless Georgia colonial records now 
in “the British museum. Also passed 
a bill making February 12 “Georgia 
day” and a state heliday. 

Work te be Done in 1910. 

These are some of the things that 
have been accomplished by our grand 
order, which surely deserves the high- 
est praise and respect of all. But we, 
at this, the beginning of the new year, 
must turn our faces to the future.

A MODEL FLAT FOR WORK. 
ING WOMEN . 


The. tenements 


committee of the 
Woman's Municipal League i« trving 
to demonstrate the possibility of a 
complete and quite satisfactory home 
in a two-room flat for two women at 
a rental of $2.65 per week. Groups of 
women are taking up the idea. Oye 
colony on East Sixty-fourth street is 
flourishing. The character. of the 
colony and the fittings and accom- 
paniments of the flats give them su- 
perior desirability over boarding and 
lodging houses. The women can 
thetr own cooking at 
saving, and they have already deve}l- 
oped a cooperative kitchen for econ- 


omy of labor and of expense in buy- 


ing. 

The model dwellings where the plan 
is being worked out are simple and 
substantial. More important still, al! 
rooms open on streets or on large, 
well-kept courtyards. The hallways 
are light, clean, and unobsfructed. A 
small private hallway leads to each 
flat. In this are a shelf and a rack 
for hats and wraps. Multum in parvo 
is the theory of the _ kitchen. It 
looks, in fact, rather like a study. The 
woodwork is of Flemish oak finish, the 
walls buff, and the hangings buff and 
red. There ts a built-in plece of fur- 
niture resembling a bookcase, but 
containing china in attractive red 
end white, bought at an adjoining 3, 9 
and 19-cent store. A Japanese screen 
hides a gas range, and behind another 
screen are a white enameled sink 
and white porcelain washtubs. The 
study effect is heightened in some of 
the flats by a desk and chair and 
perhaps a center table with brass 
Iamp and magazines and a comfort- 
eble wicker chair. The “drawing 
room” is of course a fake, but fever- 
theless a comfortable and useful one. 
There is, of course, a lavatory, and it 
has a window of its own opening on 


the court.

Mrs. Fiske in “Salvation Nell.” 

Tt ig a matter of genuine public 
congratulation that the exigencies of

It concerns the love and life story 
‘of Nell Sanders, the pitiful scrub 
girl in a typical hell's kitchen bar- 
room, and that of Jim Platt, a ruffian 
'who has learned the first and last 
| lesson of his environment—the survival 
| of the fittest. It is a fierce flame that 
| burns in Nell’s heart, and through its 
influence and that of the Salvation 
Army, she works out a spiritual re- 
demption that finally carries even 
vice-sodden “Jim” onward and upward 
to, as Nell says, “a hallelujah that will 
break the skies.” It must not be 
taken from this that “Salvation Nell” 
is a one-part play. Far from it, and 
here again, lovers of the best that the 
theater affords have cause to rejoice. 
Mrs. Fiske is assisted by her justly 
famous Manhattan company, the 
finest permanent dramatic organiza- 
tion in America, which, for this 
unique and extraordinary production, 
was last year enlarged to more than 
forty onembers, and every role in the 
play assigned to the most capable ac- 
tor who could be found for it. For

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Sleeping Volcanoes of Africa. 

Right in the heart of Africa at the 
southern end of Lake Albert Edward, 
is a great range of volcanoes, says 
Professor Wollarton in the Wide 
World Magazine. They are eight in 
number, and, though it is true that, 
unlike Ruwenzori, they carry no per- 
manent snow, the highest peak is over 
14,000 feet in height. These vol- 
canees are particularly interesting on 
account of their comparative new- 
ness. Running through the middleof 
Africa there is a trench many hun- 
dred miles long, in which He the great 
lakes Albert, Albert Edward, Kivu 
and Tanganyika. 

Not very many thousands of years 
ago the volcanoes, generally called 
Mfumbiro, burst up through the mid- 
dle of this trench and made a dam 
across it, with the result that some of 
the water, which formerly flowed in- 
to Lake Albert Edward and so into 
the Nile, was cut off and a lake was 
formed behind the dam. As time 
went on the waters in the lak@ which 
is now called Kivu, rose higher and 
higher until, not being able to flow 
over the barrier of the volcanoes, they 
formed the Rusisi River, whic? runs 
the other way into Tanganyika, about 
a hundred miles distant. Of the eight 
volcanoes only two show signs of ac- 
tivity at the present time, in the form 
of thin wisps of steam which may oc- 
casionally be seen; but a vast plain 
of lava, with a wide black stream 
curling through its midst, showed 
where a formidable eruption had 
taken place only two or three years 
before our visit. There are _ hot 
springs scattered here and there, and 
we felt slight shocks of earthquakes 
once or twice, so it is not safe to say 
that the Mfumbiro volcanoes are ex- 
tinct. 
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The Automobile in 1910. 
(From Country Life in America for 
January.) 

It is difficult to realize the immense 
propertions to which the automobile 
industry and the use of automobiles 
have grown in this country. If you 
stand on one of the thoroughfares o@ 
travel leading from one of our great 
cities, you can sometimes count 4» 
many .as a thousand cars passing on a 
Sunday afternoon—representing, prob- 
ably, an expenditure of five million 
dollars or more. It has been roughly 
estimated that 160,000 cars of all types 
will be manufactured in this country 
during 1910—a really stupendous num- 

ber. 

The interesting facts fn the auto- 
mobile situation at the beginning of 
1910 seem to be, briefly, the following: 
More machines are being manufactured 
than ever before, indicating a steadily 
increasing usé of automobiles; fewer 
machines are being imported, owing 
largely to the improvement in Amer- 
ican-made cars, and the greater facil- 
ity with which they can be repaired; 
the various makes are becoming still 
further standardized; better and more 
uniform automobile laws are badly 
needed; the good roads movement has 
received new iife, and an automobile 
route from Washington to Savannah, 


and other roads in the south and west 
are projected.
